1 . The Examiner acknowledges receipt of the amendment filed 1 1/28/05 wherein 
claim 39 was amended. 

Note : Claims 1-50 are pending. 

APPLICANT'S INVENTION 

2. Applicant's invention is directed to methods of preparing 18F-FLT compounds 
and precursors. 

RESPONSE TO APPLICANT'S ELECTIONS 

3. Applicant's election of Group IV in the reply filed on 1 1/28/05 is acknowledged. 
Because applicant did not distinctly and specifically point out the supposed errors in the 
restriction requirement, the election has been treated as an election without traverse 
(MPEP § 818.03(a)). Thus, only Group IV (claims 39-46) will be examined. Hence, the 
restriction requirement is deemed proper and is made FINAL. 

WITHDRAWN CLAIMS 

4. Claims 1-38 and 47-50 are withdrawn from further consideration by the examiner, 
37 CFR 1.142(b), as being drawn to a non-elected invention. 

112 REJECTIONS 

5. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 
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Claims 39, 45, and 46 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Claim 39 : The claim as written is ambiguous because it is difficult to read some 
of the atoms appearing in the structure. Thus, Applicant is respectfully requested to 
submit readable copies of the structures appearing in the claim. In addition, should 
'Boco' be 'BocO' (see the structure appearing in line 6)? 

Claims 45 and 46 : Should 'boc' be 'Boc' (see line 2 in both claims)? 

CLAIM OBJECTIONS 

6. Claims 40-44 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, 
but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of 
the base claim and any intervening claims. 

COMMENTS/NOTES 

7. It is duly noted that no prior art has been cited against the instant invention; 
however, Applicant MUST address and overcome the 1 12 rejections above. In 
particular, the claims are distinguished over the instant invention because the prior art of 
record neither anticipates nor renders obvious the method of preparing the compound of 
independent claim 39 having the steps as set forth therein. 

8. Applicant is respectfully requested to cancel the claims directed to the non- 
elected invention. 
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9. A call was not made to Applicant for permission to cancel the non-elected 
inventions because of the need for the submission of readable structures in claim 39 
and the other 112, second paragraph, rejection issues set forth above.
